Starrorp, Oct. 15, 1862.—Dear Sir,—May I once more trespass upon your 
space in reply to your correspondent, C. Bramworth, respecting the value of 
Queen Elizabeth's shilling of 1563? In ‘1560 ‘the good Queen Bess” coined 
the troy pound of silverginto sixty shillihgs, and afterwards, in 1600, she 
again altered its value to sixty-two shillings, at about which it now stands; 
so that your correspondent will see that the intrinsi¢ value of the shilling has 
only been altered in the proportion of two in sixty-two. It may, however, be 
interesting to know that our worthy progenitors could get far more in ex- 
change for their “bob” than we can. For instance, in 1863 the'price of a 
hen was limited, by law, to 2d.; a goose, 4d.; and less, where they could be 
sold for less. In 1487 the best broadeloth (except’ scarlet) must not be’ more 
than 11s. a yard, and the best hats were not to be moré than Is. lod. In 1494 
a butt of malmsey was to contain 127 gallons, and the price was limited to 
£4; while French wines were not to exceed 8d. a gallon; and we also find 
that no mare, above the value of 6s. Sd., should be exported without the 
king’s special licenso. In 1532 the price of beef was. restricted to one half- 
penny a pound, that of mutton to one farthing; but when we bear in mind 
that the daily wages of the working class varied from 1d. to4d., we cannot 
but think that distance alone give lustre to those so-called “ good old times.”

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THE Second October Meeting on the Heath at Newmarket, during the present 
week, has been a great success, bringing together a large field of horses, and 
most of the events being redolent of interest. Mr. Merry won the Produce 
Stakes and the match with Knowsley very cleverly, by the aid of Tassoll and 
Buckstone, but the latter was a foregone conclusion after the Leger running. 
These two results, and Nebulx, Hesper, and Prince Lée Boo, winning their 
respective engagements, scored five winners for us on the opening day, 
and we should probably have had @ sixth in the 300 Sovs Sweepstakes, 
had not Tornado swerved jn the last few strides, and let Cassidia triumph 
thereby. The latter has been fancied for the Derby, but the form is not good 
enough. Schism won a race at last, but there were a lot of non-stagers 
or cripples behind; and Lord Westmoreland followed up her success by pull- 
ing off a series of other events, his lordship’s Merry Hart proving not only a 
game but a very lucky purchase. Hartington’s victory for Cesarewitch 
honours was certainly. not altogether unexpected to us; for we told 
our readers, a fortnight or so back, that his trainer and owner had 
both assured us it was “all over but shouting.” Yet, the colt being 
a maiden, and so often defeated, we could hardly credit the good 
thing; therefore pinned our faith upon Chere Amie and Umpire. Mr. 
Naylor's mare, despite the support given at last to Agag, was the best of 
Godding’s lot, as we have all along asserted, but cut up very mysteriously 
atthe bushags, and ran home only seyenth—a on whieh, of course, she 
might haye improyed had not Challon Opped riding when he 
found perseverance unnecessary. Tho rican team were bent on 
mischief, but, singular to say, Myrtle “beat the heavily-supported 
Umpire, for whom the race was booked a certainty at last. He 
could not, though, stay; and when Fordham was at him just home, people 
thought it was the horse’s roguishness. It was not; he was unablo to finish. 
He, however, displayed such fine speed in the first-mile and a half, pulling over 
his compeers, that we cannot but think he is perhaps the most dangerous of 
all the Cesarewitch horses for the Cambridgeshire Stakes. Asteroid’s position, 
just the same as he obtained last season, was most remarkable, for he gave the 
winner 491b for the year, and Sir J. Hawley had nearly all his money on Silk- 
stone (on the strength of the recent Doncaster running with Tim Whiffier;, butshe 
was neyer in the race, being (along with Catch-‘em-Alive and Magnum 
Bouum, who both evinced much temper at starting) about the earliest beaten. 
Ebony was going well at the time he broke down, Balder cut up very badly, 
indeed, as we prognosticated; and Mr. Beville’s twain also disgraced them- 
selves shamefully. John Scott's Clearwell crack was bowled over by the Derby- 
despised French horse, Hlospodar; but Taje had his revenge upon the confede- 
Tracy in the Bedford Stakes, for, notwithstanding the purchase of Armagnac by 
Lord Stamford, they adhered to the letter. Carisbrook was unable to give the 
weight away to Exchequer he was called upon to do, but it must be borne in 
mind that the course was unsuited to the Newarket horse. None of the other 
events call for any special comment from us; and wo may refer to future

: TUESDAY.—THE CESAREWITCH DAY. 


A more favourable Cesarewitch day has not been seen for many years. An 
immense special train arrived from London, which greatly increased the 
number of visitors already assembled to witness the grand race. Prior to 
moving to the Heath, a large meeting took place at the subscription rooms, 
where speculation was actively carried on on the all-absorbing handicap. 
There was no particular change to chronicle. Umpire’s frierids had evidently 
grown into fresh courage since the preceding night, and backed the horse so 
freely that he left off first favourite atas short a price as 4 to 1, and 11 to2 
was the prico of Silkstone, and Balder had “ an ‘ancient and fish-like 
smell,” being quite out of favour compared to the investments’ that had been 
made upon him during Saturday and Monday; Hartington’s supporters, 
chiefly tho intimate associates of his owner, Mr, James Smith, again rallied 
round him, and he was backed at 100 to & It is needless to refer 
to the events which preceded the Cesargwitch, for out of the 
betting-ring very little interest attached to them. As will be seen 
below not fewer than thirty-seyen runners were saddled for the 
Cesarewitch, but in the face of this Umpire ‘continued to increase so in 
popular favour, that as short a price as 5 to 2 was taken about him in the ring. 
Like the Marquis, Umpire was ridden in blinkers, in case of a display of 
temper, but, like the Marquis again, he was, strange to Say, as tractable as a 
lap-dog at the post. From our return it will be seen that the first favourites— 
Umpire, Silkstone, and Balder—were all beaten by Hartington, one of the 
highest bred three-year-olds in England, but who had, though figuring 
constantly before the public, neyer been previously successful. Myrtle, who 
was second, created much surprise by her forward running, as she had been 
in the same stable with Umpire, and was deemed to have no chance; but 
withal, as will be seen, she heat the great favourite, Umpire, along way. 
Asteroid, the winner of the Ascot Cup, ran an astonishingly good horse, getting 
third place with the immense weight of 9st lb; but it will be remembered that 
he was third for the same race last yearto Audrey and Paste. The success of a 
horse belonging to Mr. James Smith was very warnily greeted, as he is one of 
the most candid and honest speculators in the ring, and widely esteemed. The 
winner was admirably ridden by Jemmy Grimshaw, a tiny lad, seventeen years 
of age, whose actual weight is but 4st 10lb. He has already won forty-eight 
races this season. Mr. Smith acknowledges having won a good stake—on dit 
about £14,000 or £20,000. Mr. Steele, of Sheffield, nets about £7,000, and 
several other good winners are reported. Lord Stamford and Lord Westmore- 
land, among the nobility, are reported to hava won good stakes. As we have 
gone into details in our editorial notes, we will pursue the themo no further in 
this place. In the Clearwell Stakes, as will be found below, Early Purl sufiered 
defeat from Hospodar, a most Faeine like French-brea colt, by Monarque— 
Sunrise, who has already been backed for the Derby, and will necessarily 
become a better favourite.

THE RACE. 


Mr. Manning got tho jockeys weighed out as rapidly as possible in order to 
avoid delay, and before the appointed hour the horses were in readiness. Tho 
starter had the squadron under orders at the time specified on the card {three 
o'clock), but it was upwards of half an hour before-the signal could be given. 
Catch-’em-Alive was all alive, on the lot getting together, broke away, and gal- 
loped into an adjoining field before he could be stopped, and then he was only 
brought back after great difficulty. Magnum Bonum, following suit very 
readily, also displayed temper, breaking away frequently, and, at last, tore 
away over @ field, threw his rider (young Woodhouse), but without hurting 
him, as he remounted, and returned to take part in the race. Half anhour was 
employed in endeavouring to effect a start, but at length the descent of the 
tiny white flag, at the top of the ditch at ‘Choke Jade,” announced to the 
anxious spectators that the struggle had commenced, and that unhappy 
official, Mr. M‘George, was fortunate in getting the horses off on capital terms, 
The lot immediately ran-at a great pace in a line across the course, but at this 
distance it was impossible to discern which had any decided advantage, but 
several of the competitors were hopelessly tailed off before half a mile had 
been traversed, Hartington was apparently outpaced. Little Grimshaw had 
even to whip his horse to keep up, and was “hard on him” as they came into 
sight through the Ditch Gap. At this point Balham was seen with a clear 
lead, running in a line by himself away from the rest, and after him came 
Agag, Attaman, Hartington, Wingrave, Stradella, and Bathilde; Myrtle, in 
the centre of the course, with Balder and Umpire on the upper ground, 
going on next in pursuit, Catch-’em-Alive and Asteroid showing at the 
head of the ruck; the remainder straggling across the course, some 
lengths behind. On approaching-the bushes on-the level ground Agag, with 
Bathilde, Catch ’em Alive, Anonyma, Myrtle, Silkstone, and Umpire, went away 
gallantly, the favourite pulling double, with Fordham watching his horses, 
and apparently with the race in hand beyond the possibility of a doubt. On 
fairly reaching the bushes, Agag stopped dead, and rapidly fell off, and Myrtlo 
and Hartington, in the middle, came on in front, with Asteroid at their side, 
Umpire being next, on the upper ground. Halfway up the hill, all but Myrtle, 
Hartington, and Asteroid were disposed of; Fordham then attempted to 
come through with Umpire, but, being disanpointed; went round the two 
leaders, and in a stride or so the severity Of the finish seemed to settle the 
favourite, and his rider endeavoured to rouse him with two or threé tremen- 
dous “rib-binders,” which the Ameriéan horse answered somewhat angrily, 
laying down his ears in a very vicious manner. Hartington and Myrtle front 
this moment had the race between them, though Asteroid looked just’ pre- 
viously so formidable that a cry of ‘Sir Joseph wins” was raised. ° Little 
Grimshaw waited with Hartington until within a short distancg ef the chair, 
when he called upon his horse, and won very easily by a length; two lengths 
between second and third; Umpire was fourth, six lengths off, and unplaced 
by the judge, Anonyma fifth, Stradella sixth, Chere Amie seventh, Balham 
eighth, and the next lot, in very straggling order, was headed by Balder’and 
Silkstone; in the extreme rear, were Audry and Magnum Bonum. Ebony 
broke down, and was dismounted before reaching the post. Lord Glasgow 
declared to win with Anonyma, and Mr. Bevill with Henham Lass. Not 
value of the stakes, £1,935. ; :

DEATH OF BEN TERRY, OF BIRMIN GHAM. 

Iris with much regret that we have to record the demise of this much 
respected Birmingham pugilist, who has left a wife and large family, number- 
ing ten, for whose support a benefit is projected, which we trust will be 
heartily responded to. Our reporter has strangely omitted to state when 
Terry paid the last debt of nature, where, age, or under what circumstances 
of ill-health. Ben was born in 1819, and is one of the myriad of men in Bir- 
mingham who were thoroughly embued witht fighting principles. His weight 
was I0st 41b. He first beat Jem Hodgkiss (the present efficient and attentive 
commissary of the Midland district, and one of thé best trainers in Engl\nd), 
near home, on the 8th of May, 1841, in 88min, dtiting which time 98 roknds 
were fought. Beat Cock Forster, £25 a side, 62 rounds; near Tamworth, 
November 8, 1842; beat Davis, of Birmingham, at Early; noar Manchester, in 
the following November; received £35 forfeit from Wilson, February 19, 1844; 
beat Tom Davis, £40, 76 rounds, 90min, Mappleborough Green, November 5, 
1844; drawn with Harry Broome, after fighting 49 roun 8, 1 hour 5min, near 
Shrivenham, Berks, February 3, 1846. — Claim of fowl in last round, great 
confusion, and intimidation of referee—no decision in the ring. Broome at 
length received £5 to draw stakes. Beat George Rowley, £100 a side, 79 
rounds, 129min, Denby Common, Derby, August 4, 1846. Was beaten by Solid 
Coates, £70 a side, 54 rounds, 58min, Mappleborough Green, October 12, 1847. 
Ben afterwards became the host of the Gunmakers’ Arms, Moor-street 
(formerly kept by the well-known Hammer Lane), and did not appear in tho 
roped area again until the 8th of July, 1856, when he once more suffered 
defeat, and this thoroughly settled his pugilistic career. Posh Price was the

THE CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE WORLD. 

TOUCHING this important aquatic event the Newcastle Daily Chronicle has the 
following in its issue of ‘Tuesday last: — 

~‘ Everson complains bitterly that Chambers should ask for expenses to row 
on the Thames, and declares that if Chambers will not row on Everson's own 
terms, he will claim the championship of the Thames. By all means let him 
claim the empty honour. Such aclaim will not make him conqueror or 
champion. Chambers not only claims to be champion of the Thames, but the 
honour of being champion of all other rivers, and is open (as he has been for 
upwards of three years) to row any man in the world; and as he unquestion- 
ably holds that position, he certainly ought to have some voice as to where the 
contest ought to come off. We cannot see that any difference should be made 
between the Thames and any other river. If the Thames watermen were 
infinitely superior to all other watermen they could only then dictate terms; 
but it cannot be denied that for a number of years the Tyne men have been 
their rivals at the single oar; for the last three years the champion of the 
Thames has been a resident of Coaly Tyne; and this year, at the annual 
gathering on the Thames, the prestige was again left with Tyneside men. As 
there is no badge or lucrative honour for being champion of the Thames, more 
than any other river, it is foolish to ask the privilege that races for the cham- 
pionship of the world should come off upon the Thames as a matter of course; 
for we tind at all other rivers where the championship is contended for, ex- 
penses are always allowed; and in all the contests between the London and 
the Tyne men that have taken place on the latter river, the London men have 
had their expenses allowed. The Clyde is also similarly situated ; for when 
H. Clasper rowed Campbell, he for both matches received expenses; and when 
H. Clasper rowed Carroll for the championship of the Mersey, expenses were 
willingly allowed.. We say again, let. Everson claim the championship of his 
native river; but if he wishes to attain the pinnacle of his ambition, he must 
do unto others as he would wish to be donc by. Everson must know that ex- 
penses are a serious consideration for any competitor, As Chambers is very 
wishful to meet the Greenwich hero, we hope the latter will abandon the 
foolish idea of all other rivers being subordinate to the Thames. We have 
seen the time when, to get a match, the Thames watermen would have crossed 
the channel; but now.they scruple about leaving their ‘ own midden.’ Oh, how 
the mighty have fallen! But to facilitate business, we are authorised to state 
that Chambers will row Everson in eight weeks from this date, for £200 a side, 
£20 to be allowed to either party for expenses, and toss for choice of water. 
The match to come off as near mid-day as possible.” 


LONDON ROWING CLUB.

GARRATT-LANE, WANDSWORTH. 
GREAT MATCH BETWEEN JAMES SEEL, OF STALEYBRIDGE, 
AND JAMES MILES, OF BRIXTON, FOR £50 AND THE TEN 
MILES CHAMPION’S BELT. 


Tuts exciting and highly important pedestrian contest came off at Mr. J ohn 
Garratt’s fine grounds, at Wandsworth, on Monday last, in the presence of over 
one thousand spectators, amongst whom a more than ordinary degree of ex- 
citement was manifested. At an early hour large crowds poured into Wands- 
worth from the Waterloo and Pimlico stations, and a casual observer might 
have easily determined that an event of more than ordinary interest was on 
the ¢apis in the neighbourhood. Among these seekers of enjoyment were 
numbers of the “upper ten,” and consequently the rush for cabs to get over 
the rather tedious distance between the grounds and the stations was very 
great, and as a natural effect following on such a cause, the rate of fares went 
up fifty per cent.; for cabby never misses an opportunity of taking care of 
number one. But “to err is human, to forgive divine ;” and so we will not 
complain of Jehu for this once, more particularly when we reflect on the state 
of the roads, which, from the recent heavy rain, were in a most frightful con- 
dition. A great proof of the excellence of Mr. Garratt’s grounds may be found 
nthe fine condition they presented in the face of the trying weather of the 
«preceding week—which we may term “ Miles’s weather,” for it is almost pro- 
‘Verbial that when that dashing young gentleman appears in public, “down 
comes the rain.” The start on this occasion was advertised to take place at 
four o'clock p.m., but from some inexplicable cause was delayed until the first 
shades of a most unpromising, murky evening was cast over the scene of the 
contest. By this time the assembled multitude had become clamorous for the 
appearance of the heroes of the day, and several gentlemen were suggesting 
the propriety of making arrangements for passing the night on the grounds, 
when a rush in the direction of Mr. Garratt's box (by the way, we were sorry to 
see the worthy proprietor confined there from an attack of a most malignant dis- 
order, which has reduced him to the necessity of using crutches) announced that 
there was a stir in the rival camps. This was followed by the tolling of the 
eventful bell, and amidst a volley of cheers from their respective partisans, 
the men entered the arena, under the shelter of umbrellas, and took a quiet 
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turn around the ground, receiving a kindly word ever and anon from those 
twho were awaiting the issue of the contest. The next performance was the 
choosing of a referee, about which there was a little difficulty in consequence 
of a strong and not unnatural desire on the part of Miles to obtain the services 
of a perfectly neutral and competent party. Such an individual appeared in 
that region to be avara avis indeed, for much time was wasted in iinding him. 
At length a party, entirely unknown to us, was selected at tho instigation of 
Seel, who undertook to vouch for his competency to fulfil the duties of his oflice, 
and render mutual satisfaction, To dispose of this matter at once we may 
here remark that the gentleman fixed upon did his best to carry out a most 
unthankful task; for when darkness made the men all but invisible, he ran 
the whole round with one or the other in the most untiring and watchful 
manner. A watch having been selected, Scel stripped and got a hasty rub 
down, after which he started off ‘to feel his feet.” He went about a hundred 
yards, much to the amusement of the partisans of Miles, who seemed to relish 
beyond measure the peculiar, if not altogether awkward, action of the Staley- 
bridge clipper. This merriment was not altogether uncalled for on the part of 
the Brixtonians; for there was undoubtedly more of the iudicrous than the 
sublime in Seel’s going. His step is very heavy and short, his head and body 
are bent considerably forward, and his arms flap in a most ungainly manner. 
In fact the representative of Staleybridge more resembles a bustling little city 
gentleman wending his way down Cheapside than a tirst-class pedestrian gvuing 
for fame. But however loose his style there can be but one opinion of his 
speed and endurance, the which can only appertain to a genuine clipper. On 
the signal being given away he started amidst the jeers of the majority and 
the encouraging shouts of a few young men from the country, who were pre- 
sent to witness the affair. At the expiration of a minute and a half—that be ing 
the time allowed his antagonist by Miles—away the pet of Brixton started, his 
head thrown back and slightly on one side, his chest sent out, and his arms work- 
ing with the uniformity of a well constructed machine. Seel went along for a 
mile without an attendant, but little Smith started off with Miles, and ran by 
his side all the way, doing his work with a pace which attracted universal 
attention and admiration. After the first lap Seel’s backer called to him in 
the most decided manner to keep on at a steady pace and to put on no spurts, 
assuring him at the same time that Miles could never come within fifty yards 
of him —an assurance which was fully realised in the result. Five miles was 
done in the same hum-drum style, Miles slowly and all but invisibly picking 
up ground, until he had lessened the gap so that it assumed a no more formid. 
able distance than eighty yards; but this gulf could not be cleared in any way. 
Miles, although cheered to the echo and urged in the most impres-ive manner, 
could not for longer than a few seconds show any of that brilliancy which wo 
have been accustomed to in his performances. Meanwhile the rain came down 
in a steady and incessant stream, and a murky fog hastened the increasing 
darkness. At the outset two to one was freely offered on Miles, without a 
taker beyond Seel's backer, who seized upon these odds with avidity; when 
however, five miles had been accomplished, there was no more heard of 
betting on Miles, in spite of many tempting inducements sent forth by Staley- 
bridge. The sixth and seventh miles were got over without anything remark- 
able occurring beyond an exhibition of brilliant walking by Seel fora short 
distance after he had commenced his twenty-ninth lap; it was then Fred 
Olivercame up with him and gave him the office to g0, and Staleybridge 
answering gallantly put on sucha spurt as we never saw excelled on any 
former occasion by aman who had just accomplished seven miles. He dashed. 
off with the strength and rapidity of a pedestrian about to do a mile, and for a 
couple hundred yards kept this up amidst the warm cheers of those in 
whose neighbourhood the thing was done. Fred Oliver, highly excited and 
pleased, shouted out, “‘There’s a bit of Spooner for you, and no mistake,” and 
to do Seel justice it was a bit of Spooner, and fully entitled him to the loud 
applause which greeted him, but there being no occasion for @ continuation of 
this fun it was soon given up, and the pace was again reduced to the old 
standard, which was not up to: much, a8 the seven miles were barely accom- 
lished in one hour and eight minutes, for which time wo are indebted to little 
hite, of Gateshead, who took 4 great interest in the match; timing it from 
the commencement and markitig the laps. When Miles was within one 
hundred yards of tho scratch in the eighth mile it was quite evident that it 
was a gone case ; Seel had got away a hopeless distance from him, and the 
champion reeled about in a most exhausted state. Little Smith quitted him 
and, running up,to one of the umpires, seized a bottle of water and sponge, 
and on Miles coming up dashed it liberally into his face, but the arms fell at 
the sides and the reeling continued until the gate was reached, and here the 
champion shouted to those who were following him and urging him on, “It’s no 
use, I’m blind,” and, on his friends finding this tobe the case they led him from 
the ground ina most deplorable condition, and Seel, Icft to himself, walked 
out the distance at his leisure, and left the ground bearing the proud title of 
the Ten Mile Champion of England. Wow long he will hold his blushing 
honours we know not, for Miles, not being at all satisfled with his defeat, had 
the temerity to immediately propose a new matchifor £25 a side. Seel, no way 
reluctant, agreed, and £2 a side was placed in the hands of Mr Garratt, and 
the men are to meet at the King Edward, Mile-end to-day (Saturday), to draw 
up articles, &e. The match will take place at Bradford New Grounds, near 
Manchester, on Monday, November 24. Seelis to give Miles £3 for expenses. 
Before quitting this theme we must point out to our readers an egregious error 
fallen into both by a daily and a bi-weekly contemporary, they having assured 
their readers that Oliver waited on Miles and Smith on Seel, which clearly 
points to the worth and accuracy of the other portions of the reports furnished. 
Our own being the only reporter in the inclosure, it is evident that the accounts 
to beta we allude were jobbed up from hearsay and are consequently 
worthless.

The antecedents of the compe- 
titors had sufficiently prepared the bystanders for a struggle of & very arduous 
character; and it is a matter of extreme regret that totally unforeseen circum- 
stances occasioned so different a display of pedestrianism. Since his arrivalin 
town, the Middlesborough hero had taken up his quarters at Mr, Jesse Smith's, 
the Peacock, Maiden-lane, where the splendid trophy to be contended for was 
exhibited. When both men appeared on the ground the game of speculation 
was commenced, but a very little ontlay resulted. Any odds were offered on 
the Yorkshireman, and there were few responses on the other Side, as it was 
conjectured that Barker, from his recent introduction to business as a beer- 
shop keeper, was not in very satisfactory trim. His opponent looked in true 
healthful guise, and expressed himself confident of maintaining the champion- 
ship. The start touk place at ten minutes past four o’clock, the Totddaes 
showing ahead, and still assumed the premiership when the finish was put 
upon the first mile, which was covered in 4min 56sec. Almost immediately, 
however, upon this Lang drew rapidly forward, and was soon two yards in the 
van as they careered along the embankment side of the ground. Barker 
resumed his frontal position at the termination of the second mile (accom- 
plished in lOmin 15sec), bt it appeared pretty evident from Lang’s stride that

The match was ahnotnced 
to come off at three o'clock, but it was fuliy four before the men appeared 
within the enclosure—lhomas waited upon by Webbjand Bevin, and Allen 
esquired by Win. Brown, of Manehester, and a friend. ‘The starter having 
been selected, and other arrangements having been concluded, Aller doffed 
his rug, and at 18min past 4 received the word ‘tgo” (to complete the four 
miles they had to walk 30 lhps and 80 yds). Allen dashed away in fine style 
amidst great cheers, and had almost placed one lap to his credit, when 
Thomas received the word ‘‘go” (but not from the starter), 15 sec. inside the 
minute. After one and two laps had been traversed they were both brought 


| to face the starter‘again, and at 28u.,in past 4 Allen once more received the 


office to go, and had covered about 250 yds (on@ lap and about 20 yds) when 
Thomas again left the mark 5secs inside the minute. ‘The friends of Allen being 
confident of winning allowed the men to proceed. Thomas's style of going was 
much admired—he gained gradually upon Allen, and, encouraged by the cheers 
of his friends, he caught his opponent in the fourth lap, and maintained the 
lead until the thirteenth lap, when Allen put on a beautiful spurt, got to his 
shoulder as a feeler, fell back to his old position in the rear, and was walking 
entirely within himself; they continued their onward career without any 
apparent alteration in the position of either until the eighteenth lap, when 
Thomas forced the pace by putting on several spurts, which were gamely 
answered by Allen—who held on to him like a leech. Despite all the efforts 
on the part of Thomas he failed to shake off his young and game opponen 
and he was allowed to maintain the lead throughout, Allen being satisfie 
with the lap he had in hand. Both were walking very fair, but it was a 
guinea to a hayseed on Allen winning, as he appeared as fresh as & 
daisy, whilst Thomas showed decided symptoms of distress. In the twenty- 
sixth lap Thomas was allowed to on, Allen apparently satisted with 
completing the remainder of his task at his leisure, when, in the thirtieth 
lap, to the astonishment of nearly all on tho ground, the referee dis- 
qualified Allen. Here a scene arose which baffles all description; the en- 
closure was broken into, and the referee most roughly: handled—indeed, 
the consequences might have been serious but for the timely aid of the 
manager of the grounds, who succeeded in getting him into a cab, but he re- 
fused to give any decision, saying that it would appear in Bell’s Life of this day.

GENTLEMAN JACKSON, THE Puaitist.—A correspondent kindly hands us the 
following, extracted from the Glole of August 7, 1845 :—" This celebrated cha- 
racter died, in his 77th year, on Tuesday, at his residence, 4, Lower Grosvenor- 
street West. An attack of paralysis was the immediate cause of his death. Mr. 
Jackson gas born in London, and was the son of the eminent builder by whom 
the arch was thrown over the old Fleet Ditch. Mr. Jackson, soon after defeat- 
ing Mendoza, established a school at 13, Bond-street, not only for giving 
léssons to his numerous pupils, but for the introduction of such men as had 
either distinguished themselves in combat or were desirous of seeking fame in 
the pugilistic arena. He received the encouragement of the Dukes of York 
and Clarence (William IV.), the Duke of Queensberry, Earls Albemarle and 
Sefton, Marquis of Worcester (the present Duke of Beaufort), Marquis of 
Tweeddale, Lords Byron, Craven, Somerville, Barrymore, Pomiret, and Iife, 
Sir W. W. Wynn, Colonel Berkeley (now Earl Vitzhardinge), Mr. Harvey 
Combe, &c. After the coronation of George IV., at which Mr. Jackson and 
seventeen of the most distinguished prize fighters of the day were employed, 
dressed as pages, to guard tho entrances of Westminster Hall and Abbey, 
which they did most effectively, he retired from public life, remaining still, 
however, the frequent companion of noblemen and gentlemen who felt desi- 
rous of maintaining the old national sport of boxing, and who, through him, 
distributed those rewards which the conduct of the exhibitants deserved. As 
@ private associate and ‘‘boon companion” his company was courted by men 
of distinction. Mr. Jackson was a man of great benevolence, proved by his 
charitable acts. In manners he was unassuming, and in language and de- 
meanour @ gentleman. He lived and died in easy circumstances, aud his pro- 
perty will be inherited by his niece, his constant attendant.”"—[We gave a 
portrait of Mr. Jackson, from an original engraving, in our paper of the 16th 
of August last.]

In five days, the term of the recess 
Mr. Shepherd worked wonders within the walls of his theatre, and the result 
must be strikingly gratifying to him, inasmuch as crowded houses haye con- 
yeyed in the most demonstrative manner constant expressions of delight, and 
unqualified approval. The opening piece is an adaptation from the French of “La 
Bouquetiére des ‘Innocens,” by Vollaire, which in its English garb is entitled 
“The Medal of Bronze.” The scene is laid in Paris during the close of tho 
reign of Henri Quatre, when the Italians in Marie di Medici’s suite forméd 
an influential coterie at court, and formented the feud between the Queen and 
her husband. The medal of bronze, oti which the entire interest of the drama 
hangs, is the medal, half of which was found upon the body of Ravaillac, the 
assassinator of the King, The possession of the corresponding half is supposed 
to be sufiicient evidence to convict the owner of partnership in the fatal busi- 
ness. Tho incidents accumulating and culminating around this centre are of 
the most exciting character, and are wrought with a more than an ordinarily 
skilful hand, keeping with something like accuracy to historical detail, whilst 
presenting full scope for dramatic situation and effect. To trace the plot in 
detail would be a task for which’ we have not space, and we must therefore 
content ourselves with saying that the Ravaillac of history is the Marquis 
Concini of the drama, and that this individual gives the half of the medal to 
Jacques Bonhomme, ® second hand clothes dealer and shoemaker, in mistake 
for a ducat, and that Jacques is thrown into prison, and at the end of seven 
rears is releasod, a confirmed maniac. “this character, assisted by a natural 
son of tho king, sworn to avenge his murder, ultimately brings about the ruin 
of the Concini, and place the ill-used Dauphin’ on the throne. As a drama, 
the “Medal of Bronze” is irreproachable; as a spectacle it cannot be sur- 
passed,-and therefore it is entitled to, and will doubtless enjoy, a very long 
career. Ar, Shepherd as Jacques, the poor shoemaker, played admirably, and 
is entitled to the highest praise. Messrs. Robinson and Edward Price exerted 
themselves in the most laudable manner as the sons of the king, Jlenri Quatre, 
who finds a most eflicient representative in Mr. Potter. The author, in the 
character of a captain of tho king’s guard, is most successful, and earns 
applanse, whilst that rising and painstaking young actor, Mr. Maclean, “does 
all that can bo desired with the untharkful character of Concini. Miss G. 
Pauceford, as his plotting wife, plays with remarkable force and effect, and 
Miss Clifford and Miss Lydia Foote exert thomselves to some purpose in two 
minor characters. At the end of each act the principal performers receive 
warm aud well-merited recalls. After the drama, the great curtain of crystal 
is exhibited, to the wonder and admiration’ of the house: the effect is mar- 
yellous, and will doubtless draw all London. The performances conclude 
each evening with 4 new comcdietta by Mr. Lee, entitled “* Tom's Wife,” which 
can be traced to a French source, but which differs most materially in situa- 
tion and dialogue from the original and the two adaptations ‘which have 
preceded it at the Strand and Princess's Theatres.
